BIRTH  RATE 

The  Birth  Rats  for  1954  (18.3  per  1000)  was  2.8  per  1000 
above  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  1953  ( 15.5  per  1000).  If  the 
rate  is  standardised  to  allow  for  the  differing  age  and  sex 
distribution-  of  the  population  in  Eorden  Rural  District  as  compared 
with  that  in  England  and  Wales  it  is  increased  to  19.9  per  1000. 

DEATH  RATE 

The  Death  Rate  for  1954  (13.6  per  1000)  was  2.2  per  1000 
above  that  for  England  and  Wales  for  1953(11.4  per  1000). 
is  standardised  to  allow  for  the  differing  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population  in  Eorden  Rural  District  as  cftJLpared  with  that  in 
Eixgland  and  Wales  it  is  reduced  to  11.7  per  1000. 

It  is  regretted  that  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the 
fisures  for  1954  for  England  and  Wales  either  in  the  two  paragraphs 
above  or  in  the  table  which  precedes  them,  as  the  Registrar  i^neral 
has  ceased  to  supply  these.  Eor  this  year  only  the  figures  f^ 
England  and  Wales  for  the  previous  year  are  sufficiently  contemporary 
to  be  used  for  conparison,  but  in  the  future  .such  ocmparison  will 
no  longer  be  possible.

SECTION  C - Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

(i)  - Water-  An  exceptionally  wet  summer  v;as  experienced,  and  in 
consequence,  there  was  an  abundance  of  water  available  in  all  the 
Parishes  in  the  District  except  Bausley  where  38  Council  houses  have 
recently  been  erected.  As  the  result  of  a serious  water  shortage  on 
this  site,  after  consultation  with  the  Geological  and  Survey  Department 
and  the  appropriate  Ministry  Department,  a second  Borehole  was  sunk, 
with  an  internal  diameter  of  six  inches.  The  seven  days  continuous 
pumping  test  from  this  Borehole,  wliich  was  drilled  to  a depth  of  160 
feet,  v/as  ccmmenced  on  the  31st  March,  but,  because  the  yield  fell 
off  daily,  was  continued  until  the  12th  April. 

The  yield,  which  ccrimenood  at  8,108  gallons  per  24  hours, 
became  fairly  constant  on  the  10th,  11th,  and  12th  April  at  3,743, 
3,702,  and  3738  gallons  per  24  hours.  All  yields  were  recorded 
through  a meter.  During  this  pumping  test,  the  yield  from  the  first 
Borehole  was  not  altered  in  any  way.

The  extra  quantity  of  water  made  available  relieved  the  shortage, 
but  the  question  of  providing  a piped  supply  of _ water  by  gravitation^ 
to  this  site,  and  indeed,  to  also  meet  tue  requirements  of  the  Parisii, 
where  there  is  a general  shortage,  in  the  very  nea.r  future,  must  be 
seriously  considered*

The  Survey  iias  heen  continued,  wet  and  dry  guagings  have  "been 
made  of  the  various  sources,  samples  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
Exaninat i on,  and,  where  considered  necessary,  for  Chemical  Analysis, 
and  the  work  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  it  is  hoped  that  in  the 
very  near  future  it  will  he  possible  to  present  the  scheme  to  the 
appropriate  "'Ministry  Department  for  consideration, 

Lcight on  - A private  piped  supply,  jointly  owned  by  the  occupiers 
of  19  farms,  Small  Holdings,  and  Houses,  is  available  for  these 
premises,  and  in  addition,  the  School  and  School  House  are  supplied. 

Some  years  ago  there  usually  v/as  a shortage  during  the  dry  times  of 
the  year,  but  works  of  improving  the  supply  were  carried  out,  and 
as  the  result,  no  complaints  as  to  shortage  'nave  been  made  for  a 
considerable  time.  However,  it  is  considered  that  there  is  not  suff 
sufficient  surplus  for  the  needs  of  Council  Houses  which  the  Council 
is  desirous  of  building  in  the  area. 

However,  it  is  hoped  tiiat  water  will  shortly  be  available 
by  arrangement  with  Welshpool  Borough  Council,  as  this  Authority 
propose  to  develop  a useful  spring  in  vicinity, 

( i i ) ( DRAIHAGE  AMD  SEWEDAG-E ) - There  have  not  been  any  changes  during 
the  year,  Witli  t'ne  exception  of  the  sewage  disposal  plants  on  the 
various  Council  Housing  Estates,  no  sewers  are  owned  by  the  Council, 

2.  RIVERS  AI^D  STKEMIS  - Apart  from  seeing  to  t'ne  quality  of  the  effluent 
from  t'ne  above  mentioned  sewage  disposal  plants,  no  action  was 
necessary  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams,  ‘ . 

(i)  CLOSET  AC  CQ, II  OP  AT  I OH  - Owing  to  the  truly  rural  nature  of  the 
area,  quite  a large  liiroiber  of  pail  closets  are  in  use,  but  in  every 
case  where  r-.'constructi on  of  dwellings  takes  place,  and  certainly 
where  new  houses  are  built,  every  effort  is  m.ade  to  lay  on  a supply 
of  water  and  provide  water  slosets,  and  the  discharges  frqm  these  are 
disposed  of  on  the  Septic  Tank  ~ filter  principle,  with  effluent  to 
a nearby  stream  or  tested  s oak-a-wa^^-.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the 
arrival  of  a piped  water  supply  throughout  the  District, it  will  be 
possible  to' carry  out  quite  a number  of  conversions  from  conservancy 
to  water  carriage  systems. 

PUBLIC  CIE.^TSINC  - No  c'iiange.  Donestic  refuse  is  collected  once 
a fortniglit,  throughout  t'ne  area.  There  was  no  disinfections  during 
t'ne  3^ear, 

(iii)  SANITAR.Y  INSPECTION  OE  THE  AREA  - The  District  has  be_en 
inspected  systeraaticall^;-  and  a*l  in'^ervals  as  required,  and  where 
defects  'nave  been  found,  these  1-iave  in  all  cases  been  remedied  by 
infomal  action.

During  the  year  Thirty  Eight  Council  Houses  were  built  at  Bausley. 

Eighteen  Council  Houses  were  built  at  Churchstohe,  and  work  is  in  • ; 
progress  on  four. 

Work  is  well  in  progress  on  the  erection  of  twelve  Council  Houses  at 
M i ddlet ov/Ti , and  approval  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  a further 
eight  houses  on  this  site. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  the  building  of  four  Council  Bungalows  at 
St.  Miciiael’s  Crescent,  Eorden.  Approval  lias  been  given  for  the- 
erection  of  a further  eight  Council  Houses  on  this  site. 

Houses  built  by  Private  Enterprise, 

During  the  year,  three  houses  Y/ere  built  by  Private  Enterprise.  ' 

Housing  Act,  1949  --  Part  11. 

The  provisions  of  Section  20  of  this  Act,  under  wliich  grants  of 
50  per  cent,  with  a naxr-Aum  of  £400  ,0.  Od.  per  dwelling,  are 
available  for  nodemising  and  bringing  up  to  standard  sub-standard 
dv/8llings,  are  being  made  l-oiown  throughout  the  area.  During  the  year 
a total  of  22  applications  and  enquiries  were  made.  Nine  were  refused, 
as  the  dwellings  were  unsuitable,  two  applications  were  withdrawn, 
particulars  were  awaited  regarding  a further  five,  and  six  applications 
v/ere  approved.  It  is  known  that  more  applications  will  be  made, 

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood. 

(a)  - Milk  Supply  - The  duties  of  supervising  methods  of  milk 
production  at  Pams,  and  the  inspection  of  premises  used  in  connection 
with  milk  production,  are  carried  out  b3r  the  County  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee,  on  belialf  of  the  Ministry?-  of  Agri  culture  and 
Eisheries,  However,  so  far  as  distribution  by  retailers  is  concerned 
the  position  is  closely  watched,  and  during  the  year,  conditions  were 
satisfactory. 

(b)  - Meat  and  Other  Poods  - Until  the  1st.  Julj^,  1954,  the 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  v/as  centralised,  and 
for  this  area,  it  was  carried  out  at  Nevrtown,  under  Government 
arrangements. 

However,  before  decentralisation  took  place,  meetings 
were  held  with  Butchers  and  other  interested  parties,  and  it  was 
decided-  not  to^  re-open  and  licence  any  -slaughter  house  in  the  Districl^ 
as  the  needs  of  the  area  could  be  met  from  slaughter  houses  outside 
the.  District , - One  slaughter  house  in  Montgomery  supplies  a large 

portion  of  the  District,  and  the  rcraainder  is  supplied  by  Butchers 
trading  in  the  area,  but  whose  premises  are  outside  the  area.  Meat 
Vans  are  kept  under  supervision,  and  during  the  year,  conditions  were 
satisfactory .
